in the case. This idea

and they have hoped that the law would be 
found such as to give it the opportunities sought. 
Such has uot been the result, and the decision

Judge Hiiiyer beiieved that the Lowell people 
would be fully prutected by a boud covering the 
testifi «<d amouat of damage which the machine- 
ry might sustain up tothe time of the regular 
hearing of the case upen its merits.

It is well known that President Kimball was 
prepared to make the bond mqaireu by the or- 
der of Jucge Hillyer. Since the rendition of 
the decision of the supreme court, 
we have not learned from him what prospects 
there are of the company’s furnishing the new 
bond. Itis greatly to be hoped that it can be 
given.

He 
may not in theee respects be the equal 
of Pius 1X in his younger days, but he 
is a man of decidedly disiing uished ap- 
pearance. He will bear the pontifical 
dignit’’ easily and well. 

All acknowledge his piety, learning 
and ability. He isalsoa born politi- 
cian—a great administrator. He has 
shown himself to be pliant and politic 
in the management of difficult affairs, 
and it has all along been said that he 
of all the cardinals would be most like- 
ly to bring about some kind of an un- 
derstanding with the Italian govern- 
ment. He has always been considered 
a “moderate.” He is sensible and 
practical, ekilled in affairs of adminis~ 
tration, and a good judge of men.

This fact was d::cassed at the counci' 
meeting last Monday night, end i. was resolved 
to ,ublish the uew ordinance in the public prints 
ofteu enough for everybody to know 
its provisiius periectly and thereby be 
rid of any prejudicein the matier§ A carefui 
reading of the ordinance will convince any one 
«hat the rea! purpose es pressed is against those 
who have not hitherco made adequate returns 
of their personal property. It merely aims at a 
justand equal distribution of the burdens of 
taxation and the obtaining of a full return of al! 
property. ‘There is nothing 

HARSH OR DISAGREEABLE 
in any clause and nota word refi-cts upon the 
character of our people or subjects them to any 
ubjust restraints. The council at its last meeting 
elected J J Meador, T H Williams, John Thomas 
assistant tax collectors to carry out the provis- 
fons of the law. They will probably begin their 
work very s9on,and befere they do it will be 
well for all cur people to know exactly what the 
new law requires of them, so that its operations 
may be expected as much as possible, The 
ordinance will in a day or two appear 
IN FULL 


in THE CONSTITUTION, and it may then be fully 
understood byall who care to knowit. It is 
the opinion of most of our influential citiz:ns 
that the effect of the new law will be so benefi- 
cial that all will be pleased with its results.
